Egyptian and ‘French rescuers

• Check the fine print of liis economic plan. 
Clinton proposes to raise iaxc.s by 5150 
billion. He says that he can raise 582. 9 
billion by incrca.sing to 36 percent (he 
income tax rate on the wealthiest taxpayers, 
hiking the Alternative Minimum Tax and 
imposing a surtax on millionaires. He claims 
- that he can get the money by taxing only 
those who make more than 5200.000 a year, 
^*thc top 2 percent," in hi.s words. 

That’s not true, and he knows it. 
According to figures from the departments 
of Treasury and Commerce, die top 2 
percent includes any individual who cams 
more than 564.800. 


And Clinton knows that he can grab up 
only about 559 billion of the 583 billion he 
needs out of that top 2 percent, according to 
Treasury Department figures. 


So Clinton must dig deeper into middle- 
class pockets, and raise ihcTopratc on every 
individuol'who cams more th^ 553,400. 


But there’s more. Clinton pretends he can 
collect $45 billion'in revenue by taxing the 
comings of foreign corporations. That’s a 
- joke. ! 


In the last year for which wc have figures, 
foreign corporations in America produced a 
total of only 52 billion in taxable income. 
Congress’ Joint Tax Committee charitobly 
assumes that Clinton may be able to raise 51 
billion over four years — leaving Clinton a 
mere 544 billion short. 

As Clinton well knows, he can cover this 
shortfall only by raiding even more middle- 
class pocketbooks. Treasury statistics show 
that Clinton can get his money only by 
throwing individuals with taxable incomes 
of536,600 and up into his roster of the rich- 
and-taxablc. 

The deeper you look into Clinton's plan, 
the more appalling the deception becomes. 

He docs not fund his hcalth-carc plan, for 
instance. The Congressional Budget Office 
and the Urban Institute estimate that the • 
governor’s health-care proposals would cost 
about 5200 billion a year.

Look, into the details of Bill Cliiiton’s 
plan, and you’ll find that he plans to slam 
virtually cvety American who docs not 
qualify for welfare. 

To make things worse, he would weigh 
down our economy at a time when wc need 
all (he steam wc con get to beat our 
industrial competitors.

New York film industry falls on hard times

. NEW YORK 7 Some years ogo, 
actor Eli Wallach sat behind the 
wheel of a New York taxi wailing 
for his director to shout "Actionl" 

Suddenly, a passerby yanked 
open the rear door, sat down and 
blurted the address of a Manhattan 
hotel. 

■ • "Lady! Wc'rc making a movie 
here!" an exasperated Wallach 
said. 

The woman glanced at the movie 
lights and crew, then gestured to- 
ward the cab's on-duty sign. 

"I don’t care what you’re mak- 
ing,” she shot back. "Your light is 
on!" 

The story, told before a packed 

n»w6-«onfcrcnco-last-weok-nt Now- 

York City Hall, is pure New York 
— the unrecognized celebrity, the 
unimpressed New Yorker, the crisp 
retort. 

Ah, saicLWalInch.. shootin g in 

New York steeps a. film in authen- 
ticity. You just can’t get that on o 
Hollywood lot. 

Unfortunately for those who feel 
this way — or arc among the 
75,000 New Yorkers who cam a 
Hving_makmg mo^^ 
of commercials • — the Industry 
here has fallen on hard times. 

Shaken by the recession and the 
aner-etTccts ot a naif-year" stu3io 
boycott that accompanied contract 
talks two years ago, the nation's 
second largest film, TV and com- 
mercial-production center has suf- 
fered a dramatic fall-off in activity. 

"There arc a lot of people who 
ore definitely doing less work” said 
Nina Strcich, acting director of the 
mayor’s Office of Film, Theatre & 
Broadcasting. 

This will likely be the first year 
since 1986 that her ofYlcc issues 
fewer than 100 pcnnils to use out- 



d oor loMtions. ,tq„ s hoot feature 
films, she said. The figure was )4'3 
in 1990 hnd 124 last year. 

’ Other categories arc troubled os 
well: Outdoor shooting permits for 
TV shows dropped, 22 percent be- 
tween T 990 and 1991, ond outdoor 
permits for commercials dropped 
nearly 19 percent. (Permits ore not 
• required for indoor work, but that is^ 
thought to have similarly suffered.) 

In on effort to publicize New York' 
as 0 film-mnkmg center. Mayor 
David N. Dinkins recently took time, 
off from his battles with police offi- 
cers and worries about rc-cleclion to 
announce that a new private film- 
production company was being 
formed. The company will make 
"Sam and Molly Kaplan” starring 
-Walldch-and-actro.«-Ann Jackson.- 
star of the Broadway hit “Lost in 
Yonkers.” 

It is to be a quinicssenlia! New 
York picture about n quarrcl.some 
couple reviewing their 40 years of 
marriage. But unlike many other 
current films with New York sel- 
lings, it will actually be made here. 
The film version of "Lost in 
Yonkers,” for example, is being shot 
in Cincinnati. Other films that 
pretend to have a New York selling 
are actually being made in Pitts- 
burgh and Toronto. 

"Wc must dispel the notion that 
“New York IS an'cxpcnsive and unco- 
operative filming location," Dinkins 
said. 

Dinkins has been sharply criti- 
cized for not doing more to revive , 
the city’s film industry.. Chiefly, he 
is faulted for leaving his film office 
without a director since April. 

' In addition to lobbying producers 
to make their films here, the office 
helps cut New York's mind-bog- 
gling red tape and smooths the way 
fbr using outdoor locations.

'pumped as much as SS'Hillion a' ycdr" 
to the city’s economy. 

Counting all the network shows, 
syndicated shows, talk shows and 
soaps, there arc 68 shows in regular 
production in New York, according 
to the film office. In addition, there 
are hundreds, perhaps thousands, of 
commercials made here. 

How much that has fallen is im- 
possible to' -measurer ' but-induslty- 
members say il is certain- that film 
workers — most of whom -arc free- 
lancers — arc hurling. 

"People have been forced either to 
take additional jobs or to go into 
other businesses," said Alan S, Gor- 
don; executive secretary of the east- 
ern division of the Directors Guild 
_of-Amcrica._— ^ 

The economy, of course, is a big 
factor, making even' network news 
programs trim employees, and fore- ' 
ing cutbacks in advertising budgets 
that support commercial making. 

But New York is also sufl'ering 
the effecls of a protracted dispute 
• over production costs between crafl- 
unions and the major film and TV 
producers. 

“New York continues to be the 
most cxpensivc’pla'ec to film ill the 
United States.” said Nicholas' 
Counter 111. president of the Al-j 
liance of Motion Picture and Televi- 
sion IToducers in ilollywoou. wliicli" 
represents the big .studios and major 
independent producers.

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Idaho detective finds evidence of 1864 murders 

Non-descript bits of mst represent only clues to region’s most bmt^ ciirne'

HAMILTON. Mont. (AP) — A liunclful of nonde- 
script bits of rusting metal lies utop Milo McLeod’s 
desk: u buckle off un old leather strap, two .33-cal- 
iber lead balls, the metal comer that 129 years ago 
held a wooden box together. 

Tliey represent the only modem evidence of.one 
of this region’s first and. .arguabiv. still most bnilal 
-cnmes_ • . 

When dug up by a Lewiston. Idaho, pcivatc dclec- 
live last Aug ust, they confimied for t he first time 
since 1.864 the exact site where Lloyd Magruder ami 
his companions were murdered ami mhhed by men 
they'd befriended. 

And lying on McLeod’s desk, far from the wilder- 
ness .where they were found, they represent the .irre- 
placeable-loss of historic data, and a federal crime 
committed by the dcieclive. 

"From an archaeologist’s point of view, once you 
excavate a site and'remove an artifact from context, 
you’ve destroyed the site,” said McLeod, archaeolo- 
gisl for both the Lol«> :md Billcmtot national forests. 

And from a legal view, federal law makes it a 
crime to remove just abmil anything tiiat could lx.* 
deemed an artifact — front arrowlicads to old Ixit- 
lles — from federal land. 

Tile agency won't prosecute ilie detective, Monty 
Spears, owner of Gem State Investigations and Se- 
curity. or employee Tom Haugstad. who went 
along. Spear.s didn’t know wiiat lie did was illegal, 
he got tacit approval from a volunteer at an Idaho 
ranger station on both the way in and out. and he 
willingly gave up the artifacts to McLeod and fcdcr- 
al agelils! 

“Me was totally unaware of the archaeological 
laws," McLeod said. "He’s certainly not a eollecior 
that goes out and.hils every historic site." 

Spears was nut of town last week. Ixil Maugstad 
said he'd professed a lifelong fascination in llie tale. 
In the four years Haugstad has known him. Spears 


"I guess it was just his basic investigative in- 
stincts,’’ Haugstad said. 

At the lime, ilie grisly tale outraged the public 
from Idaho 'I’erTitory to both coasts.Tlic story's been, 
pcriodic.illy revived in magazines and the press as a 
deleelive yam, a ghost story complete with presen- 
tieni dreams, and, at its .simplest, an historic Crace dv.

In 
Rannaek. he met three men — Page, Romain and 
Renton — two of whom traveled on with him to the 
fledgling Virginia City.

historians estimate w.is $12, (XK) to $15,000 in gold 
dust, and slaned hack.

Some believe instant replay 


Sports programs’ ratings

CHICAGO. 111. — When National Football 
League owners tossed out instant replay, they 
figured it would quietly go away. But at least 
three limes during last Sunday's games, net- 
work analysts pointed out plays that might 
have been overturned under the old replay 
rule. 

Thu NFL continues to experiment with in- 
stant replay at some games, trying to find the 
proper equipment to speed up the process. 

NBC's Paul Maguire points to at least two 
- plays jn the last five weeks "that were just 
crazy"'— one involving a fumble by the New 
England' Patriots, in which the Bills' Sbane 
Conlan stripped the hall and teammate Mark 
Kelso recovered.' 

"It look (the oCQcials) 2!^ minutes to decide 
the runner was down," Maguire says. "How 
stupid is ihai’.’ Thai’s dumb. You’re cither 
down or you're not down." 

One of the reasons the owners gave for elim- 
inating.ihe replay was to speed up games. 

But. without replay and game officials hav- 


ing conferences on every penally, games are ■ 
"no longer or no shoncr." says Maguire, an 
observation seconded by.NFLcxcculivc.s. 

"Somebody is going lo lose a game because 
of the replay not being ihcre," CBS analyst 
Randy Cross say.s. "And if there’s justice in 
(he world, it will happen lo one of those 1 1 
owners (hat voted against it." 

Cross, a firm believer in the replay, agrees it 
needs modifying, and "it will be back next 
year in a new form, sort of tweaked and .shined 
up a little bit. It's a huge mistake not having 
replay this year." 

' Maguire, who was a "strong proponcnl" of 
replay since his USFL days on ESPN, figures 
"it's gotta come back.' But what they need is 
someone (in the replay booth) making the calls 
with guts. You’ve gotta say ll‘s either yes or 
no. It’s that simple.'' 

Maguire, like Cross, realizes the lack of re- 
play could be costly .once the postseason starts. 

"God forbid this thing happens in the play- 
offs.” he says. "Can you imagine to go lliai far. 
and a bad call costs you a game? If they never 
had iti that's OK. But they had it (and got rid 
of it). That’s where the real problem is."
